dragged himself again ijito the h ispital ! Ic 
is BOW thotJght that John, having been .sen- 
tenced to llie chain-gang for three moulh> 
for selling whisky to kitliaris, Jia<l adupteii 
the in;;cnioua device of pretending to be 
paralyzed, in order that lie iiiigtit get over 
• doin;; hard work, and piirix.sed, when the 
ninety day.s were up, to (put ih« hospital 
ami resume hisold vocation. His line times 
have been cul .short, howeyer, and nolwilh- 
standiiig he .still persists in saying that he is 
paralyzed, chances are that he will be sent 
tiaek to work in a day or two. in vaM! he 
refuses to move, we learn that the " water- 
ouib" will be resorted to again .to-day. 
Much fun may be expected.
